HERCULES POWJER COMPANY APPEAL 
» AWAITS RULING OF TOW COUNSEL 
/ town Counsel Philip Buzzell 
has been called to give some 
legal definitions, by the 
Board of Appeals, and uepend- 
ing on the outcome of these 
definitions the Board will 
make their decision on the ap- 
peal of the Hercules Powder 
Company for the right to erect 
a storage building near Lub- 
ber’s Brook, in East Wilming- 
ton. 

The appeal was heard last 
Thursday evening, in a crowded 
town hall. About 60 residents 
of the Federal Gardens, Woburn 
Street and Concord Street 
heard Atty Kenneth Johnson 
make the plea before the Board. 
Johnson stated that the com- 
pany plans to erect a cinder 
block building, with trussed 
roof, over a concrete founda- 
tion on the east side of the 
B & M Portland Branch rai] road 
tracts, in an Industrial Zone. 
There would be no lights nor 
would there be any water, and 
operations were planned solely 
for daytime hours, operations 
which would consist only of 
work neceSeary for storage. 
Two or three truckloads of 
nitro-cellulose would arrive 
monthly from a New Jersey ware 
house, Johmson stated, and 
this would in turn be shipped 
in small lots to various 
places in northeastern New 
Engl and. 

Charles L Jones of Wilmington 
Delaware, a Safety Engineer 
for the past 30 years with the 
Hercules Powder Company testi- 
fied that he had never seen an 
accident with nitro-cel lulose, 
which he was careful to dis- 
tingvish from tri-nitro-tuo- 
lene. He told the Board of Ap- 
peals that his company had had 
numerable tests, including de- 
liberate fires, and that he 
consideréd the material to be 
safe. It was used as a basis 
for certain lacquers and 
paints, he said. 
The opposition was led by 
Rene LaRivee of Concord Street 
and Mrs Dorothy L Reid of Lang 
Street. Mrs Reid, a recent new 
comer to Wilmington is a nu- 
clear chemist, and she was as- 
sisted in her arguments by her 
husbend. 

Mr LaRivee demanded flatly, 
(and was supported by most if

There is one class of landowner who is partic- 

ularly heard hit, in our belief, as the result 
pf the extensive modernization of this town in 
the past few years, We are speaking of the per- 
son who might own acreage, without street 
fronts, and without chance of having a "devel- 
opment". True, land under such conditions is 
not as highly assessed.as other places, but the 
taxes can‘still hurt. 

Quite a few places in town can come under the 
definition of which we are thinking - the plac- 
es in which there was a swamp a few hundred 
feet back, but induced to sell, through the 
years, to would be homeowners, so now he is 
left with acreage, no street front, no chance 
of a development, and just tax bills. 

Up to a few years ago, even if the land were 
sold, there was enough of a right-of-way reser- 
ved to get in to the "back" property. But, just 
a short time back the Planning Board revised 
its rules, and a street into a development must 
be fifty feet wide, which is considerably more 
than a right-of-way.° 

In some of these cases perhaps there was no 
thought of a "development" but rather a "We'll 
keep it for a blueberry patch" idea. As a blue- 
berry patch it is getting to be quite expensive

The Massachusetts Department 
of Public Works, and the Bos- 
ton & Maine Railroad are again 
to hear about the problems of 
the Nichols Street bridge. The 
Board of Selectmen, after a 
conference Monday night with 
three delegates of the Shaw-

sheen Avenue Association, 
voted to amend the Traffic 
Regulations so as to Require 
cars to come to a stop before 
crossing the. bridge, and to 
request the DPW to approve of 
this. Town Manager Courtney 
was instructed to discuss al] 
railroad bridge’ in Wilmington 
with the B&M and also to take 
up the problem with Represen- 
tatives Tanner and Wilkinson, 
Mr Braman, one of the trio, 
told of an accident which oc- 
cured recently near the bridge 
in which a car turned over,

Dorchester Street will not be 
oiled this year, the represen- 
tatives were told, in answer 
to a query.

(1) one of the abuttors on the 
street claims that part of his 
land was taken, in the recon- 
struction of the street, and 
that this problem has to first 
be settled, and (2) part of 
the street is in the Town of 


Billerica.

on an illega] building’. The 
hearing, which was a little 
noisy at times, was for the 
right for Thibo to erect a 
roof over a turkey run, on his 
part-time farm. 

Several dozen residents of 
the Strout Avenue - Lowel] St 
area appeared in opposition, 
alleging noise, flies and 
other nuisances. Their princi-

MORAN “NOT GUILTY’ IN 
RECEIVING STOLEN SOODS CASE 
Robert J Moran of South Wil- 
mington was found not guilty, 
by Judge William H Henchey of 
Woburn Court, on August 9th, 

of a charge of receiving sto- 
len canned lobster, on prop- 
erty he owns in Woburn, 

Moran was charged with re~- 
ceiving 318 cartons of canned 
lobster, which were found in a 
barn in a piggery owned by him. 
in Woburn. 

Moran, operator of a gravel 
pit in South Wilmington con- 
tended that he knew nothing of 
the lobster, and that he had 
loaned the keys to the build- 
ing to a prospective renter, 
whom he had never seen again. 
He was so busy with his gravel 
pit that he didn’t have time 
to look for the renter, nor to 
examine the buildings. 

Defense Attorney Paul Mcllugh 
admitted that there was lob- 
ster in the building. 


The discovery of the lobster 
was made during the process 
of a sensational raid made on 
the premises on June 14th, 
when the Woburn Police De- 
partment and a crew of T-Men 
from the United States Tax Di- 
vision of the Internal Revenue 
seized a mammoth still in oper- 
ation which had a computed 
output of 750 gallons per day 
of alcohol. 

‘The raiders seized the still, 
the quantities of sugar, 16 vats 
containing approximately 500 
gallors each of liquid and in- 
gredients in the process of 
fermentation and distillation. 
The two men found on the 
premises were placed under 
arrest and breught into the 
jurisdiction of the Federal 
courts for alleged evasion of 
the distilled spirits manufacture 
law. 

‘During an investigation of the 
premises, Chief Thomas J. 
Maguire and Lt. Joseph E. Doh- 
erty located a storage building 
weout 200 yards away from the 
piggery operation under lock 
and key but a look into the 
wifidow revealed the cartons of 
‘anned lobster. The officers 
hurried to Clerk of Courts 
Charles H. Loring and’ procured 
‘a search warrant. They gained 
entrance and seized the 318 car- 
tons of canned lobster and in- 
vestigation by Chief Maguire 
developed the reported loss by 
theft of a van full of lobster 
meat shipped to Boston from 
(Nova’Scotia. The theft occurred 
on June 7th at the Common- 
wealth Transportation Depot in 
‘Boston. Further investigation 
into the ownership of the prop- 
erty brought the comiplaint 
against Moran, who is the owner 
of record of the land and who 
carried a license to keep pigs 
on the property.
